Error Of 
Christian Radicals 


It is higħ-fashion to be a “Christian Radi- 
cal” these days. In order to be up-to-date the 
clergyman must have his fingers into Civil 
Rights. He must protest the Vietnam war. 
The preacher of the so-called “Social Gospel” 
tells us that “Christ was a revolutionary.” 
The fact is that Christ was no such thing. Yet 
this is being said so often today, by people 
who ought to know better, that the time has 
come to make a careful examination of the 
fallacy involved in such thinking. 

To the superficial thinker, the so-called 
“Christian radical” may seem to offer a pro- 
gram for the revitalization of the church. An 
Episcopal priest, the Rev. Layton P. Zimmer, 
says, “the church is struggling, sacrificing 
even its own integrity, to sustain its organic 
life recognized in terms of buildings, stained 
glass, real estate, and homiletical whore- 
dom.” To anyone pained by the stagnation of 
organized Christianity, this may sound like a 
bold, wise statement. Milwaukee Civil Rights 
agitator Father James Groppi says, “We must 
follow the most radical Civil Rights leader 
who has ever lived. Christ was a revolution- 
ary.” i 

Was Christ a revolutionary? 

Certainly, Christ did very little for the so- 

called “Civil Rights” of either himself or his 
followers. Moreover, he evinced little interest 
in the improvement of the contemporary so- 
ciety of his day. Let us examine some words 
which the Gospels attribute to Christ, to see 
if they sound like the words of a revolution- 
ary: 
“Lay not up for yourselves treasures upon 
earth, where moth and rust doth corrupt, 
and where thieves break in and steal; but 
lay up for yourselves treasures in heaven, 
where neither moth nor rust doth corrupt, 
and where thieves do not break in and steal; 
for where your treasure is, there will your 
heart be also. ... .” 

“My kingdom is not of this world. .. .” 

“Render unto Caesar the things which are 
‘Caesar’s; render unto me the things that are 
T E 

Those who say that Christ was a “revo- 
lutionary” simply know nothing of what the 
ministry of Christ was really about. A revo- 
lutionary is fundamentally a fool. and scoun- 
drel who knows nothing of the really basic 
- sources of human creativity and human con- 

- sciousness. A revolutionary is, moreover, al- 
most always a complete fraud, a cat’s paw of 
the very regime against which he pretends to 
bpe in rebellion. The Marxists are a prime ex- 
ample. They have pretended for a hundred 
ears to be running a so-called “proletarian 
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men. Leon Trotsky 
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Once to every man and nation, 
comes the moment to decide.

Militant Clergy 
Critics Fire Back

the role of clergymen in the turmoil and re- 
bellion unfolding across the nation ..... 

Developing “Backlash” 

This incident is only the latest of many now 
being reported in city after city, as a “back- 
lash” develops among worshippers and clergy 
against the activities of radically minded men 
of thè cloths insa 

Two Detroit pastors dismayed their congre- 
gations by offering their churches as “sanc- 
tuaries” for draft evaders. 

Even more startling was an “invasion” of 
draft offices in Baltimore by four men, in- 
cluding the Rev. Phillip Berrigan, a Catholic 
priest, and the Rev. James Mengel, a Protest- 
ant minister. They poured vials of blood over 
draft records — .to “illustrate that, with 
these files, begins the pitiful waste of Ameri- 
can and Vietnamese blood.” 

“MADE US SUFFER” — The reading role 
of clergymen in a vineyard strike prompted 
this comment from an officer of the Southern 
California Council of Churches: 

“Many persons have withdrawn their mem- 
bership in the churches because of our par- 
ticipation; some have withdrawn financial 
support. You could say that our involvement 
has made us suffer.” 

Similar rebellion is developing over church 
support being given in some cities to Saul 
Alinsky, self-styled ‘professional agitator” 
among the poor neighborhoods. The editor of 
the Episcopal magazine “Living Church” 
wrote: “I don’t want one nickel of my church 
offering ever to find its way to anything that 
this man Alinsky administers or even comes 
near.” 

A top official of the United Church of 
Christ proclaimed that “revolution is our 
business.” And that revolution is cutting 
through the whole fabric of American society. 

An article in a Protestant magazine, “The 
Christian Century,” urged churches not mere- 
ly to condone, but to promote interracial mar- 
riage. 

Clergymen wander through “hippie” colo- 
nies in San Francisco and elsewhere, prais- 
ing teen-age “pot” users as the 1967 version 
of the early Christians. 

“NEW MORALITY” — Becoming fashion- 
able in seminaries is the doctrine of “situation 
ethics” which downgrades moral systems 
based on firm notions of right and wrong. Ty-
